Gang, 
First, I hope everyone has an enjoyable holiday. 


And for those of you who plan to get on the air a bit ... 
Conditions are fairly ideal right now. 


THE SUN continues to be quiet, inspite of two active regions that xdox 
have the potential of producing a major flare over the next few days. 
Even if a major flare occurs, it takes about 2.5 days for the effects to 
reach us, so even with an event occuring tomorrow, it would be late 
sunday before any effect to our magnetic field would occur. 


One region (8806) is now well past the sun's meridian, and just about to 
leave the "window" where it would bother us. That is, if a major flare 
occurs from this area after tomorrow or so, it's shock wave would travel 
along the solar wind AHEAD of the Earth, missing us. The other area 
(8798) is approaching the sun's meridian, meaning it is the one that could 
give us some problems should a major flare occur (but again, 55 hours or 
so after the flare event). In short, the Christmas looks pretty good for 
conditions on all bands. 


THE SOLAR FLUX IS 198 today (thursday), just coming down from 207. Thus, 


the higher bands ARE OPEN, and will remain so for at least the next week. 


THE MOON ... check it out next few evenings ... the Earth is very close 
to the sun and the moon is very close to the Earth, meaning the moon 
appears larger and shines brighter than it will for many years to come. 
Last night in New Mexico, it was BRIGHT enough to read in! 


THE A-INDEX has been 2-7 and the K-INDEX 1-2 over the past few days and 
forecasted to remain at these very quiet levels over the next few days. 
This means 40M will be quite nice in the evenings over the holiday 
weekend. 


So DAYTIME, good skip propagation on 30M through 10M. 
NIGHTIME 10M down to 80M should be quiet with low absorption to QRP 
signals. 


So if you xdox get that shiny new rig, there will be good bands to try it 
out on.

It's been a while since my basic EE electronics course, but I still 
remember some, and it might refresh both our memories to do a 
walk-through. :-) 


Here's a six step approach to design a CE amplifier, with bias 
resistor R1 parallel to HFE*Re, as shown in your ASCII drawing: 


1) Choose the quiescent current for Ic, e.g. 1ma. 


2) Drop 3 volts across Re: 
Re = Ve/Ie = 3V/1ma = 3 kOhms 


3) Assume Vbe = 0.6V; then Vb = 3 + 0.6V 


4) Assume HFE (Beta = Ic/Ib) is large; then choose a value for R1, e.g. 10k: 
Vb = 12V * R1/(R1 + R2) 
=> R2 = (12*R1/Vb) - R2 
= (12*10/3.6) - 10 = 23k or 22k (5% 


If HFE is more modest, say 10, then R2 is paralleled by 
approximately HFExRe: 
Rpara = R1//HFE*Re = 10k//10*3k = 1/(1/10 + 1/30) = 7.5k 
=> R2 (12*Rpara/Vb) - Rpara 
= (12*7.5/3.6) - 7.5 = 17.5k, or 18k (5%). 


5) Now choose Rc so Ve = Vcc/2, for maximum voltage swing: 
Re = Vec/2Ic = 12V/(2*1ma) = 6k 


6) Finally, select Ce for £-3db = 300Hz: 
Ce = 1/(6.28 Re f) 
= 1/(6.28 * 3000 « 300) = 0.2 uF 


This isn't the only way; you may depart from these design guide lines to 
meet other requirements. 


Notes: 

1) HFE is the large signal current gain; which is not the same as hfe. 
2) If you eliminate the bypass capacitor, the voltage gain is Rc/Re. 

3) You can divide Re into two parts, one Re1 not bypassed, the other Re2 
bypassed, to produce any gain you choose (Rc/Re1), up to a maximum gain 
of gm * Rc (see texts). 


Hope that helps, let me know if you find corrections or improvements.

Season's Greetings Fellow QRPers, 


Thanks very much for the replies to my post on changing Opamp ICs in 
an audio filter to some newer type chip. 


For an external filter, that is, one used between a receiver and the 
headset/speaker - - The consensus is that there will be little if any 
improvement. The input signal is strong enough to allow the circuits 
to work at a level much above the noise generated in even old chips. 


I did learn that there are industry standard pinouts for Opamps. If 
I choose to use one that is different, it can be wired to an adapter 
made up with a DIP header with or without an extra socket for easy 
‘chip swapping’. 


The CA3140 Bi-FET input family is a good choice of upgrade IC for 
most circuits. Other good choices are the Burr Brown OPA 2602 or 
OPA 2604 which are pinout compatible with the RC4558 and RM4558. 
Likewise LM747's can be replaced with NE5532's for possible 
improvements. 


The above information was garnered from replies received so far. 


One tip I can offer on the Autek QF-1 and QF-1A relates to hum and 

a minor shock hazard. I have one of each model and both use 120 VAC 
60 Hz input power. When plugging them into the headset/speaker jack 
of my receiver, I would sometimes get a minor tingle or see sparks 
when the connectors of the filter touched the jack of the grounded 
rig. With the filter powered up but NOT connected to the rig, an 

AC voltmeter read about 60 VAC between the filter chassis and ground! 
I found two .01 UF 1KV disc ceramic capacitors, one from each side of 
the input 120 VAC power line to the chassis. I suppose this was to 
prevent RF from getting into the filter but it also acted like a 
capacitive voltage divider and charged the filter chassis with half 
of the input AC voltage! Luckily the current was low so nothing was 
damaged but I have removed both of these capacitors in my units. 


I found the shielded audio input cable to the filters was a spiral, 
twisted shield/braid design. When I replaced the cable with quality 
RF coaxial cable the hum level in the filter output was reduced 
considerably. I added larger filter capacitors in the power supply 
circuit of the filter for even greater hum reduction.

> The Clean Sweep plaque is the same size as the Team plaque (15" x 20"), 


> made of solid walnut. You probably remember last spring I presented and 
> displayed the Foxhunt Team plaque at FDIM. 


A little different blank, this one's sort of a rectangular shield shape, 
with miniature sloping roof on top. Underneath the title plate will be a 
carved fox head with a couple of crossed brooms (skull and crossbones 
style!!). Below are 12 annually engraved brass plates which are large 
enough to engrave the year, winning team name, and each member's name 
and call. At the bottom centre, an inlaid reverse-engraved plexiglass 
plate will identify the sponsor, and can include the Knightlites' 
coloured logo. 


The winners get to keep and display the plaque for a year, and then they 
send it to the next season's winning team after that, for a total of 12 
years. I have offered to engrave the plate each year for the Team 
trophy, and would be willing to do it for the Clean Sweep plaque as 
well.

Too much drift, not enough 
selectivity and no BFO make it pretty useless as a ham band Rx. By 
the time you "improve" the AM radio to make it useful for ham work, 
it would have been easier to build a real radio! 


But if all you want to do is some SWL'ing, making a converter for an 
AM radio is pretty easy and is a fun little project.

There are a couple paddles that are very light weight and good for 
portable stuff. First, I will direct you towards the MK-44 Paddles made by 
electronicsusa (electronicsusa.com). These have been around for a while and 
are a favorite by many. It is very small (2.0x2.4x1.5 inches) and only 
weighs 1.2 ounces, so you will barely even know it is there. The only 
problem with that though, is that it might wiggle around alot while sending, 
unless it is held into place. Other than that, they are very nice paddles at 
a great price of $15. 

Another great set of paddles are made by Paddlette Co. 
(http: //home.att.met/~goodroe/paddlette/). These are alittle bit smaller 
than the one discussed above. The base of it is made from precision 
machined PVC (very light), and all the metal parts are solid brass and 
stainless steel. In my own opinion, these paddles look a bit “higher 
quality" than the other ones. Although, with quality there is more money on 
the table. The 2 models of this paddle are the Paddlette and the Paddlette 
BP. The paddlette is 1x1.75 inches (1.50z) and the BP is .75x1.5 inches 
(loz). Both of theses paddles are around the 50 dollar range, which may be 
alittle steep for some. As far as stability, theses paddles also have a 
magnetic botom, which can "suck" on to things :) 


All in all, theses are both great paddles. There are also Many other 


excellent paddles out there too. You will make the right choice.

Kevin and all, 


I've seen a few responses to your query, but none that seemed to really 
answer your specific question. While I certainly agree with whoever it was 
that said they liked the WBL V2L (my absolute personal favorite) and the 
Schurr Profi (my next favorite), neither of these are really "portable" in my 
view. Sure, you can pack them and haul them if you want, but I assumed you 
were looking for something a little bit smaller and not quite so bulky. 


I once briefly had a chance to try one of those mini G4ZPY paddles, and I 
thought it was pretty nice for such a small paddle. I'm not sure how much 
these cost, but I know they aren't nearly as expensive as the Schurr paddles. 


Of course, there are the small (and inexpensive) whiterook paddles which are 
VERY portable but not that stout. Nevertheless, I have a couple of them , 
and they are certainly functional. I carry one with my Sierra, and another 
in my little single bander bag. 


The "smaller" paddle I really like is the Schurr Wabbler. It's not one you 
would just stick in your pocket, but it is significantly smaller than my two 
favorites above. I don't have a Wabbler, and I sure wish I did! It has a 
great feel. But you won't like the price much. If you want something 
smaller than full size, but with lots of quality (and if price isn't too big 


a factor), get a Wabbler. Down from that I would try something like the 
G4ZPY--still lots of quality, but not quite as much, and more affordable. 


Others may have some thoughts about some of the smaller paddles that are 
available. These are just the ones I know something about first hand.
